Thai spirit swelled indignantly forth 
from old South Church' and Fnneuil Unit. 
That spirit' marshaled the minute men to 
Leaingrton and' Bunker's Bill. That spirit 
front- the' old bell on independence Hall 
hurladi defiance to the tyrant's throne 
across the sen. With a heroism bora of 
faith in eternal '"Justice 'and Truth, they 
gave to the world a larger Magna Charta 
than their fathers hod wrested from King 
John, Every field of freedom, and every 
martyr's Rcaffold of Kngiish history hal- 
lowed and empluutied that latest "Bill of 
Rights. " a Tea, Liberty's itchieveraents in 
all tiuids. In all ages, were gathered up and 
blended in that glorious Declaration of In- 
dependence.. For eight long" years they 
toiled and struggled and endured, not for 
themselves alone, but for all ; humanity in 
all coming generations. Dimly through 
the miatti of the years they saw the nation's 
future, but dreamt not of their worldwide 
minion ' in j Freedom's Cause. Let ua 
rejoice . and be thankful for tha ' heroic 
days' und .'deeds, which tho thirteen 
stripes, floating in every breeze, forbid the 
nation ever to forget. 

•The stars of white, clustered in glowing 
constellation upon their fio-kl of blue, each 
star standing for a state, apeak eloquently 
of onr present national union. - The starry 
flfig- has won ita right to an honored place 
among the banners of the nations,- every 
crimson- stripe hallowed bi; the sacred 
blood of patriots slain, every star now a 
crown- jewel in the diadem of Freedom. 

The Old World looked, on in [ wonder 
upon a government baaed not on aristocracy 
and money, standing armies and military 

Erowess, but supported and sustained by 
io will and patriotism of a free people. 
The sot-ting afloat of our starryemblem nut 
an end forever to the _o!d figment of the 
"divine right" at kingly rulo.-^. Under 
that flag no brainless piece of 'conceited 
humanity could stand op and claim nobil- 
ity simply because he was born of decent 
parents,. Under that Rag only may we say 
to the nuTffplittcr, the leather tanner, the 
canal bey, yen to every young man, how- 
ever poor his purse or obscure his station. 
"You are a free man nnd a king. The, 
highest places uroopen to yotir aspiration," 
Under thai flag aristocracy is ba^cd not 
on birth but on worth. The «nly royally 
'recognited by the Stars and Stripes is a 
royalty of character: the only sovereigns, 
those crowned with the coronet of intelli- 
gence, purity, and integrity. . Other na- 
tions boast of their few great men.- Amer- 
ica has names as noble as any, but bers is 
the truer, larger-glory to havo : lifted the 
milUon-nnmbered masses above tha level 
of miserable existence to the opportunities 
and aspirations of freedom. > 

' To on'e / race only was this freedom of 
opportunity denied. The New Englund 
Puritans and the Cavaliers of the South 
brought to this country two absolutely ^ir- 
reconcilable theories of the rights of man.
